SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: AUGUST, 1963 
Rainfall: The north of the State had good rainfall for the second consecutive month, recording normal to 30-40 percent above 
normal rains. The remainder of the State generally was drier than average. 


The area between Swansea and Triabunna was the driest, with less than one inch falling during the month. The lowest reading 
was 81 points at Swansea. The highest totals were 1,066 points at Cradle Valley and 1,050 points at Lake Margaret in the West 
Coast highlands but these amounts were only 70-80 percent of normal. 


Favourable rainfall in the north ranged from 3—4 inches in central areas close to Launceston, up to 7-8 inches in the back country 
of the Northwest and highland areas of the Northeast. Moving southwards, rainfall tapered to less than two inches around the 
northern Midlands, and 1-2 inches over most of the Southeast including the Huon Valley and middle reaches of the Derwent. 


Temperature: A cool trend continued on the South and East Coast and about the Central North. However, the Central 
Plateau, Midlands and West experienced mild daytime temperatures. Nights were cold on the Plateau and settled West Coast. The 
Tamar Valley, Hobart area and East Coast also recorded low minimum temperatures. 


Mean maxima ranged from 58 degrees at Bicheno and on Flinders Island down to 37 degrees on Mt. Wellington. 


Frosts and Snow: The 5th to 8th of the month was a noteworthy period for cold mornings with long-term records broken in 
some areas. 


In the first week of boisterous westerly weather, light to moderate falls of snow were reported in Northern, Western and 
Central snowfields. At the close of the month snow was fairly sparse on Southern highlands. 


Crops, Pastire, Stock, &c.: Favourable conditions returned to northern agricultural areas after a dry, cold late autumn and 
early winter, and crops and pastures in the north were described generally as fair to good. In other areas, however, they were mainly 
reported as poor to indifferent. 


There was a shortage of dry feed in the Midlands — particularly the southern area —- and stock were experiencing difficulty, 
especially lambing ewes.
